PASSAGE 1: 

The study of psychology in philosophical context dates back to the ancient civilizations 
of Egypt, Greece, China, India, and Persia. Psychology began adopting a more clinical 
and experimental approach under medieval Muslim psychologists and physicians, who 
buill psychiatric hospitals for such purposes. 

In 1802, French physiologist Pierre Cabanis helped to pioneer biological psychology 
with his essay on the relations between (he physical and moral aspects of man. Cabani 
interpreted, the mind in light of his previous studies of biology, arguing that sensibilit 
and soul are properties of the nervous system. ^^^^^ 

Though the use of psychological experimentation dates back to Alhazen's Bock of 
Optics in 1021, psychology as an independent experimental field of study began in 
1879, when the German physician Wilhelm Wundt founded the first laboratory 
dedicated exclusively to psychological research at Leipzig University in Germany, Tor 
which Wundt is known as (he "father of psychology". The year 1879 is thus sometimes 
regarded as the "birthdate" of psychology. The American philosopher and psychologist 
William James published his seminal book. Principles of. Psychology. in 1850, laying the 
foundations for many of the questions on which psychologists would fne;js for yea™ to 
come. Other important early contributors to the field include the German psychologist 
Hermann Ebbinghaus (1850-190°), a pioneer in the experimental study of memory at 
the University of Berlin; and the Russian physiologist Ivan Pavlov (1849-1936) who 
investigated (he learning process now referred to as classical conditioning. 
Storting in (he 1950s, the experimental techniques set forth by Wund(, James, 
Ebbinghaus, and others would be ie iterated us ex peri menial psychology became 
increasingly cognitive and eventually, con M hilled a pan of the wider cognitive science. 
In the early years, however, this development was seen as a "revolution", as it both 
responded to and reacted against attaint of (bought — including psychodynamics and 
behaviorism — thai had developed in the meantime.

Humanistic psychology was developed in the 1950s in reaction to both behaviorism and 
psychoanalysis. By using phenomenology, intmubjectivity and first-person categories, 
the humanistic approach sought to glimpse the whole person — not just the fragmented 
pans of the personality or cognitive functioning. Humanism focused on fundamentally 
and uniquely human issues, such as self-identity, death, alonencss, freedom, and 
meaning, The humanistic approach was distinguished by its emphasis on subjective 
meaning, reject ion of determinism, and concern for positive growth rather than 
pathology. Some of the founders of this school of thought were American psychologists 
Abraham Maslow, who formulated u hierarchy of human needs, and Carl Rogers, who 
created and developed client-centered therapy and Getman-American psychiatrist Frit 
Perls, who co-founded Gcstah therapy. It became so influential as to be called the "thin 
force" within psychology, along with behaviorism and psychoanalysis. Later, p 
psychology opened up humanistic themes to scientific modes of exploration. 
Influenced largely hy the work of German philosopher Martin Heidegger und 
philosopher Saren Kierkegaard, psycfaoanalytically-trained American psychol _ D 
Rollo May pioneered an existential breed of psychology, which included cxistemial 
therapy, in the 1950s and 1960s. Existential psychologists differed fiom others often 
classified as humanistic in their comparatively neutral view of human nature and in their 
relatively positive assessment of anxiety. Existential psychol ogists emphasized the 
humanistic themes of death, free will, and meaning, suggest frig that meaning can be 
shaped by myths, or narrative patterns, and that it can be encouraged by an acceptance 
of the free will requisite to an authentic, albeit often anxious, regard for death and other 
future prospects. Austrian existential psychiatrist and Holocaust survivor Viktor Frankl 
drew evidence of meaning's therapeutic power from reflections garnered from his own 
internment, and he created a variety of existential psychotherapy called beotherapy. In 
addition to May and Fnmkl, Swiss psychoanalyst UnJwig Binswanger and American 
psychologist George Kelly may be said to belong rd the existential school.

Noam Chomsky helped to ignite a revolution in psychology whe 
behavicrists' notions of "stimulus", "response", and "reinforcement", arguing that such 
ideas — which Skinner had borrowed from animal experiments in trie laboratory — could 
be applied to complex human behavior, such as language acquisition, in only a vague 
and superficial manner. Chomsky ernphasiacd that research and analysis must not 
ignore the innate contribution of die child to such behavior, while social learning 
theorists such as Albert Bandura argued diat the child's environment could make 
contributions of its own to the behaviors of m observant subject. The notion that 
behavior could be precipitated only by the functioning of an internal device or by the 
perception of external surroundings posed a challenge to the behaviorist position that 
behavior is contingent upon the prior associations that individuals have made between 
behavioral responses and pleasurable or painful stimuli. 

Meanwhile, accumulating technology helped to renew interest and belief in the mental 
suites and representations — i.e., the cognition— that had fallen out of' favor with 
behaviorisls. English raurosdentist Charles Sherrington and Canadian psychologist 
Donald O. Hcbh used experimental methods to link psychological phenomena with the 
structure and function of the brain. With the rise of computer science and artificial 
intelligence, analogies .were drawn between the processing of information by humans 
and information processing by machines. Research in cognition hod proven practical 
since World War II, when it aided in the understanding of weapons operation. By the 
late 20th century, though, eognitivism had become the dominant rJaradigrn of 
itreaOTpsychology, and cognitive psychology emerged as a popular branch.
